When exposed to the light and srn.
especially to the hot summer sun. the
rubber will dry 'out, harden and the
efficiency and life of the tire will b
impaired. As a protection from light,
when held In stock by a dealer or car
ried as an extra by the user, tires sro
wrnoped in paper this also serves to

the shape cf the tire. It is
recommended that the pajer wrapper
be left on extra tires, or, if the paper
ve removed, it Ik a good plan to pit
the tires Into service for a short time
until the rubber becomes sotleJ fill
ine the por and covering with a thin
coating of dirt will have a preserva-
tive effect

Tires should not be kept In a warm
place fcr any great length of titie. is
light and heat will cause the sulpHit
to con e to the surface and make tho
rubber minutely pcous. After "giin
checking' cr oxi;!atVn takes p'ace
the nerve or fiber of the rubber is de-

stroyed, with consequent effect upon
the flexibility and durability.
